Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-4, 6-10, 12, 14, 16-17, 19-20 and 22-25 are allowable over the prior art 
of record. The closest prior art of record Paradinas . teaches description of an 
application program stored on a smart card, however it fails to teach a program addition 
file and configuration file with matching signatures where the program addition file 
allows starting the program, these limitations being indicated in claims 1 as "the 
program-addition file comprises a program file, an electronic signature of the program 
file, a configuration file, and an electronic signature of the configuration file, so that 
starting of the program on the information processing apparatus is allowed by execution 
of the program-addition file", in claim 8 as "the program-addition file comprises a 
program file, an electronic signature of the program file, a configuration file, and an 
electronic signature of the configuration file, so that starting of the program on the 
information processing apparatus is allowed by execution of the program-addition file", 
in claim 12 as "the program-addition file comprises a program file, an electronic 
signature of the program file, a configuration file, and an electronic signature of the
